Body defir'd with all poffible earneftnefs, that his 
Majefty would grant a Neutrality for a Trak of 
Country ofa league in length, lying along the Rhine 
You obtain’d that Nen- 
tralirys yet not content with all this refped& thewn 
to you, you fent a numerous Deputation to me, 
while chat Diet Sat, to defire me in the name of the 


laudable Cantons ro -ufe my endeavours to induce his 


Majefty to grant you the like Favour for the Borders 
of the Lake of Geneva. ‘I muft ingenuoufly confefs, 
that you. know better than 5, how far my Mafter can 
carry his Complaifance, for his- moft ancient Allies 
and Confederares; for the truth is, when your De- 
puties appliedlthem{elves to me, willingly took 
ine to inform his Majefty of your Requeft,. be- 
caufe I delight in nothing fo much as in being em- 
ploy’d to procure for you, as far as I am able, the fa- 
tisfaétion of your Withes: but to fpeak with my ufu- 
al freedom, I affure you I doubted at that time whe- 
ther the King would grant you a Favour of thar Na- 
cufe, a Favour fo prejudicial in ‘fhort to his real In- 
tereft.

You are Witneffes, thar the 
Duke refys’d it ; thar the good Offices you willingly 
did hint in it, had not the Freee ‘you fo juftly pro- 
mis’d your felves; And that he prefers the Hazards 
of War to certain Quiet. Reflect on all this, and you 
will acknowledge, that I had ground ro fear his Ma=. 
jefty would not hearken to the Inftances I made to 
him, for the Prefervation of feveral Tetrirories be- . 
longing to the Emperor, and of part of thofe of the 
Duke of Savoy. ~~ 
Notwithftanding which, out of regard to you,, his 
Majefty freely confents, that a Tract of Country ex- 
‘tending from Bafit to Bregentz, thall not be molefted 
by his'Arms : And I have receiv’d Orders by a Cou- 
rier, to entruft the Chablais and Fauffigny to the 
keeping of the laudable Helvetick Body. What is 
this, but facrificing his juft Refentments to your Im- 
portunity > You are too judicious, too grateful, to 
overlook the Merit of this Condefcention ; you may. 
imagine his Majefty forefees all the Confequences of - 
it: Yet, he choofes to be wanting to his own In- 
tereft, that he may gratifie his defire of putting his
